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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon entry of 
the claims in the amendment of 23 July 2004 (as presented in the Paper of 22 April 
2004), with the attendant reasoning, the instant application has been afforded an 
effective filing date of 6 November 2001 . No prior art has been presented or found that 
either teaches or fairly suggests the production of a "polymer blend comprising (i) a 
crystalline polypropylene continuous phase having a weight average molecular weight, 
and (ii) an at least partially crystalline copolymer dispersed phase having a weight 
average molecular weight lower than the weight average molecular weight of the 
crystalline polypropylene continuous phase, the dispersed phase comprising propylene 
and ethylene and/or one or more unsaturated comonomers, the dispersed phase 
prepared using a metallocene catalyst", as recited and claimed herein. Further, no prior 
art has been presented or found that either teaches or fairly suggests the production 
and use in articles of manufacture of a "polymer blend comprising at least one polymer 
(A) and at least one polymer (B), polymer (A) comprising about 5 to about 99 weight 
percent of the blend, and polymer (A) comprising a copolymer of about 96 to about 88.4 
weight percent of propylene derived units and about 4 to about 1 1 .6 weight percent of 
ethylene derived units, and polymer (A) is further characterized as having an X-ray 
diffraction pattern that exhibits more gamma-form crystals than a copolymer comparable 
in all respects except that it is prepared with a Ziegler-Natta catalyst, and polymer (B) 
comprising a thermoplastic polymer other than polymer (A), as recited and claimed 
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herein. Since there are no other outstanding issues with regard to the clarity or 
enablement of the claims, these claims are deemed to contain allowable subject matter.
